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Design For Old Glory W as Authorized By 
Continental Congress 178 Years Ago Today 


June 14 Proclaimed Flag Day by Woodrow Wilson in 1916— John Paul Jones 
W as First to Raise the New Flag— Inspired /#Star Spangled Banner1’ When It 
Waved Over Fort McHenry in Dawn's Early Light.

There is a reason why June 14 
is Flag day, though probably few 
Americans know it. It was on June 
14, 1777, that the Continental Con­ 
gress adopted the resolution which 
stipulated the design of the flag. 
The resolution called for thir­ 
teen stripes, alternate white and 
red, and a union with thirteen 
stars, white in a blue field, repre­ 
senting a new constellation. How­ 
ever, It was not until 1016 that 
President Wilson proclaimed June 
14 as Flag Day. Efforts encour­ 
aging such action had been made 
as far back as 1885. 
The symbolism of the flag was 
explained effectively by George 
Washington when he said: 
“We take the stars from heaven, 
the red from our mother country; 
v c separate it by white stripes 
thus showing that we have sepa­ 
rated from her, and the white 
stripes shall go down to posterity 
representing liberty.” 
While we can verify many facts 
concerning the flag, strong disa­ 
greement prevails on one very 
important point—the name of the 
person who made the first flag.
